NOTED SWINDLER 
RUN TO EARTH. 


Dr. R. C. Flower Caught at 
Philadelphia After Three 
Years’ Chase Over Two 

Continents. 
LOST 


VICTIMS $1,000,000, 


n Away from New York After 
Sensational Connection 


with the Hagaman 
Case. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 4.—[Special.}—R. C. 
Flower, alias C. G. Dalney, who filed from 
New York in 1903 after swindling credulous 
mine stock investors out of $1,000,000, was 
arrested in the city today. 

The detectives who finally ran Flower to 
earth had followed him all over the United 
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unlimited authority to borrow any amount 
of money he chose and pledge all the assets 
of the companies he controlled as security. 
This authority had been used to make enor- 
mous purchases of stock in furtherance of 
Mr. Harriman’s gigantic scheme for the 
combination and consolidation of vast rall- 
road systems, 

For this purpose it was shown Mr. Harri- 
man has had supreme control of the assets 
of the Soutnern Pacific, the Union Pacific, 
the Oregon Short Line, and the Oregon Rail- 
road and Navigation companies, all of which 
are under his administration. 


Engineers Vast Stock Purchases. 


Since July 1. 1906, it was shown that on 
Mr. Harriman’s initiative the companies he 
controls had bought stock in other roads 
amounting to $108,298,748, the most notable 
purchase being $28,123,100 of stock in the 
Illinois Central, or 29.59 per cent of that rai>- 
road's capitalization. 

Since the annual report of the Union Pacific 
and Oregon Short Line, June 80, 1906, the 
Uhion Pacific has purchased, through Mr. 
Harriman, $5,082,300, or 37.87 per cent of the 
St. Joseph and Grand Island railroad’s stock. 
The Oregon Short Line has bought $39, 540,600, 
or 18.62 per cent, of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad’s stock, and $3,600,000, or 3.42 per 
cent, of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad’s stock. The company also bought 
$2,572,000, or 2.58 per cent, of the stock of the 
Chicago and Northwestern, $10,000,000 of 
the preferred stock of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé, being 4.28 per cent, and $14,285, - 
745, or 7.07 per cent, of the capital stock of 
the New York Central and Hudson River 
railroad. 

Records before the commission showed that 
in these transactions Mr. Harriman acted 
nearly always on his own initiative and that 
the executive committee simply met and 
ratified his actions. 

In the minutes of the executive committee 
of the Union Pacific are vague references to 
other big financial transactions conducted by 
Mr. Harriman, accompanied by the simple 
statement that they had been approved. No 
figures were given nor was there any clew 
as to what these transactions were. 


Minute Book Reveals His Power. 


It was the minute book of the executive 
committee of the Union Pacific that shed the 
strongest light on Mr. Harriman’s power. 

Mr. Harriman is chairman of the commit- 
tee. At one of the meetings he reported 
that, acting as president of the Oregon Short 
Line, he had bought the Baltimore and Ohio 
stock. His action was ratified and the pur-

The wedding, we 
had been given to understand, would take 
place about Christmas time. It will take 
place within the next few days. I cannot tell 
you the exact date, but it will not be later than 
a week from the present time. 


Went to Paris to Get Married. 

“Mr. Corey went to Parise for the purpose 
of marrying Miss Gilman. As you know, 
he repeatedly denied Miss Gilman would be- 
come his wife, but it has been known to 
his near relatives and business associates 
in the steel corporation for some time that 
he would wedher. His repeated deniais were 
made because he desired their marriage to 
be as secret as possible. 

His family knew of his intentions. Long 
before Mr. Corey left New York in Decem- 
ber for Europe, under an assumed name, he 
informed several officials of the steel trust 
that he would be married before he returned,

Denied He Will Lose Job. 

An official of the Steel corporation, who re- 
fused to have his name ueed, said that the 
removal of Corey had not been contemplated, 
He eaid Corey's administration had been 
satisfactory to the stockholders, directors, 
and the executive committee. The corpora- 
tion had not meddied in Corey's private af- 
fairs thus far and had no intention of do- 


ing so, he said.

Riggs, who 
was with Mise Gilman studying music in 
Paris, and who has been a strong supporter 
of her brother, has been in New York for 
two months with her husband, and, it is said, 
has begun preparations for the reception of 
her brother and his new wife.

Half stunned by @ glancing blow from a 
blackjack, Adolph Johnson, a fish and cheese 
pecdier, struggled in the blackness of an 

lighted barn last night with a desperate 
highwayman, grasping, striking, reaching 
for a weapon, only to succumb finally to the 
murderous attack which left him bleeding to 
death from fifteen different stab wounds 
about the neck and head. | 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler and 
Lieut Max Heidelmeler of the Larrabee street 
station detailed every possible man to the 
case, summoned every possible witness to the 
station for a close examination, arrested four 
men of ‘“‘hobo” characteristics, who were 
loitering in the neighborhood, but thus far 
they have failed to find the murderer. 


Slungshot Found by Police. 

Johnson, who was about 32 years old, for- 
merly kept a smal delicatessen store in 
Sedgwick street. Four months ago he closed 
ite doors and began the jobbing of cheese 
and fish, purchasing bis supplies from whole- 
gale houses and selling to small stores and 
housewives from a wagon. Until that time 
he lived at the Three Links club, 452 Welie 
street, but he moved to 491 North Clark 
street, where the police were able to find 
but ttle information concerning his past 
life. 

Shortty after 7 o'clock in the evening he 
Grove his wagon to a barn in the rear of 80 
La Salle avenue, where he stabled his horse 
and kept his stock of cheese and fish. The 
police believe that as hethrew open the large 
sliding door and entered to find his lanterm 
he was struck with a slungshot, as one was 
found near the place. 

In the Gark bie sevatinsit m ave 0 
his aim, for the next moment Mrs. Melvin 
Davis, who occupies the second floor of the 
barn, heard a struggle begin and Johnson

Women See Assassin Flee. 

The woman, alone and listening in frigat to 
the terrifying sounds of the struggle that led 
from the door across the floor of the barn, 
heard cries of pain as Johnson was stabbed 
again and again. Then, as nothing but 
groans could be heard, she threw up a window 
on the alley to scream for nelp and saw a 
man run through a dark areaway and an 
almost hidden tunnel between two buildings 
in Wells street. 

Mrs. Amelia Zacher, 468 Wells street, also 
saw the fugitive and told the police he threw 
away a knife as he ran; She described him 
as a dark complexioned young man wearing 
a derby hat and without an overcoat. 

The police for several nours were convinced 
that the theory of robbery was the only one 
fitting the case. They declared that the mur- 
derer was one who knew that Johnson's sales 
of fish on Friday netted him a good sum of

Note Found Is Possible Clew.

CITY AND LABOR FEDERATION 
PLAN NEW TRACTION ATTACK. 


Attorneys Representing Dr. Doty and 
D. K. Tone Declare Intention of Dis- 
covering Weasel Words.“ 


Attacks will be made on the franchise ordi- 
nances of the Union Traction company and 
the Chicago City railway company from a 
new quarter. Addison Blakely of the cor- 
poration counsel's office, and Jacob G. Gross- 
berg, both of whom represent Dr. Maurice F. 
Doty, the city superintendent of transporta- 
tion; are getting ready to pick the ordinances 
to pieces. 

They nullify all the advantages obtained 
through decisions of the Supreme court, espe- 
cially on transfers. We'd be worse off in re- 
spect to transfers than if the ordinances 
never were passed, said Mr. Blakely. 

D. K. Tore, representing the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor, said he would attack the 
Union Traction ordinance as he had attacked 
that of the Chicago City railway company. 
He thought it had a still greater number of 
Weasel words,“ as Mayor Dunne calls em. 

While these plans for tearing the ordi- 
nances to pieces were being made, Walter 
L. Fisher, special traction attorney for Chi- 
cago; John Maynard Harlan, special counsel 
for the receivers of the Union Traction com- 
pany, and W. W. Guniey, attorney for the 
same corporation, were going over the new 
ordinance in Mr. Fisher's office at 107 Dear- 
born street. 

It was announced that the Chicago City 
railway company’s ordinance had been 
amended to suit the most captious critics.” 

The attorneys worked ali day and late in 
the evening thought they had it in shape for 
presentation to the council committee on 
lccal transportation by Monday morning, so 
that it can be taken up dy the council Mon- 
day night. 

Mr. Blakely said he and Mr. Grossberg 
would make their objections in Mr. Fisher's 
office. 

“Those ordinances nullify nearly every 
advantage gained by the Supreme court,“ 
said he. They provide for no general trans- 
fers as at present. 

The terms of the ordinance relating to 
cars and the kind of service the public 
should receive are less definite than the 
statutes, and it would be waste of time to 
try to prosecute the traction corporations 
under them. Good or bad service is not de- 
fined specifically. Nor is anything said 
about the crowding of cars, the number of 
them, how cars shall be cleaned’ provisions 
for fenders, etc.“ 

Mr. Tone said he had just as many objec- 
tions against the Union Traction ordinance 
as he had against the ordinance of the Chi- 
cago City railway company, which he urged 
before the council committee at its open 
meeting.

County Judge shia to Decide | 


Question Next Week; Dunne 
Evades Announcement. 


County Suhec Rinaker is to decide a ques- 
tion early next week which involves the 
possible necessity ot legislative action and 
which may have an important bearing on the 
proposition to delay traction settlement for 
a referetidum. 

Unless Judge Rinaker decides that the term 
for which the late Judge Henry M. Shepard 
was elected expires in November, 1907, there 
will be only one election this year—that be- 
ing the mayoralty, aldermanic, and special 
judicial election’ this spring. 

If he does so decide it is likely the legisla - 
ture will be asked to extend the term until 
1908, and thus save the $100,000 which it 


would cost to hold the election for the selec- 


tion of one judge. 


Election May Be Deferred. 

The vacancy caused by the death of Judge 
Shepard now ts being filled by Judge Ben 
Smith, who was elected in 1905. The former 
term was to have expired in 1901, but at that 
time there was a dispute over the length of 
the term, and the county clerk refused to 
call the election. The Supreme court up- 
held his action, and the election was, not 
held until 1902. 

If Judge Rinaker holds that former Judge 
Shepard began his term actually in 1901, al- 
though not elected until 1902, a successor to 
Judge Smith must be selected this November 
unless action be taken to extend the term, as 
has been done before when a large expense 
was to be necessitated by the selection of 
one judge. 

Means Delay for a Year. 

Unless this election be held there will be no 
opportunity for a traction referendum this 
year, unless it be had April 2, at the may or- | 
alty election. To have the question submit- 
ted then it will be necessary for the refer- 


endum advocates to secure a petition with 


86,000 signatures in the next twenty-seven 
days.. The limit for the filing of petitions 
under the public policy act is reached sixty 
days before the election. 

With the exception of the possibility of a 
judicial election in November, there is no 
hope for a referendum this year unless 86,000 
names be obtained by Feb. 1. 

Advocates of the referendum must comply 
with the law in this particular or their in- 
sistence for a popular vote on the ordinances 
is an Insistence fcr a delay of more than a 
year in the settlement of the question.

BUSINESS MEN IN PROTEST 


AGAINST THE PROPOSED PLAN TO 
BOULEVARD STATE STREET. 
Wabash Avenue Protective Associa- 
tion Appoints Committee to Pre- 
pare and Present to the City Coun- 
eil and South Park Commission a 
Memorial Opposing the Project on 
the Ground It Would Increase Con- 
gestion in Parallel Thoroughfares. 


A committee of Wabash avenue property 
owners and business men will present to the 
city council and the south park commission 
within a few days a memorial protesting 
against the proposed plan for boulevarding 
State street within the loop. The memorial 
will be signed by most of the tenants in 
Wabash avenue between Lake and Van 
Buren streets and probably by a large num- 
ber in Dearborn street. 

This action, among other things, was de- 
cided upon yesterday at a meeting of the 
Wabash Avenue Protective association held 
at noon at the Wellington hotel. More than 
thirty business men, representing by proxy 
a number much larger, were present. 

The opposition of the Wabash avenue in- 
terests is based upon the effect which, it is 
foreseen, the boulevarding of State street 
will have on the nearest parallel thorough- 
fares. Heavy traffic, it is said, which now 
makes State street almost impaseable during 
the rush hours, will be diverted largely into 
Wabash avenue, and, added to the latter’s 
present traffic and the darkness and uproar 
caused by the elevated trains, will create 
a condition which will be almost unendurable.

A hornets’ nest was stirred up in the fire 
department by the action of the civil service 
commissioners in putting Capt. John Me- 
Donough fourth on the list of eligibles for 
battalion chief, and yesterday the commission 
put him back where he belonged, in the 
twenty-first place. 

It developed that the imposition on the 
committee was the result of a plot by the 
double platoonists, or union members, of the 
department to advance the interests of Mc- 
Donough, who is the most prominent officer 
of the department connected with the union- 
ist movement. He was appointed acting chief 
of the department by Mayor Dunne as a result 
of their influence after Marshal John Cam- 
pion was forcibly retired several months ago, 
and the mayor intended to keep McDonough 
there. The Chicago Board of Underwriters 
and citizens generally made such a protest 
that the mayor was forced to change. Then 
McDonough was succeeded by James Horan, 

It appears that five days ago Capt. Mc- 
Denough appeared before the commission 
and asked that he be restored to the place 
he had occupied on the “list of eligibles 
for battalion, chief in 1900,“ as he explained 
it. He seid that he had been wrongfully 
used by Denis Swenié, then chief of the de- 
partment. His attorneys told the commis- 
gion that under its rules it could do nothing 
else but restore him to the position of fourth 
on the list of eligibles. 


Says “Rule Required It. 3 

The rule relating to such cases is as fol- 
lows: 

The eligible lists obtained from such original 
and promotional examinations shall be retained 
for two years ahd until a new list or lists are 
obtained certifications therefrom are to be first 
from the promotional list, and when that is ex- 
hausted from the origina! list. 

The commission,“ said one of the mem- 
bers early in the afternoon, ‘‘ under this rule 
cannot cancel an old Hst until a new one is 
reported. Capt. McDonough came in with his

“Gold Brick“ Scheme Exposed. 

This sounded all right, but it was an alto- 
gether different looking situation when a 
committee of friends of C. M. Heaney, acting 
chief of the fourth battalion, Capt. George 
McAllister of engine 29, and Capt. Benjamin 
O'Connor of truck 10, who are the three higa- 
est eligibles on the present list of prospective 
chiefs of battalion, explained how Capt. 
McDonough had gold bricked the civil 
service commission, 

This committee, which was 3 by Capt. 
James Crapo and Lieut. Bert Fisher, called 
on Mayor Dunne, Chief Horan of the fire 
department, the commission and other offi- 
cials of the city hall and represented the facts 
in the case, which were stated to be as fol- 
lows: 

First—Capt. McDonough had falled to inform the 
commissioners that he hed taken a second exam- 
ination for battalion chief three years ago, under 
which he stood twenty-first. Under the rules of 
the commission, when a fireman takes a second 
examination he must abide by his standing on 
that occasion, regardless of the fact that he stood 
higher at a previous examination. 

Second—The list of eligibles under which Me- 
Donough claimed a rating as fourth was ten years 
old, 

Third—Capt. McDonough was discharged Dec. 6, 
1900, for refusing to obey orders and for absence 
without leave after having been reduced from 
captain to pipeman, and was reinstated on July 1, 
1901, By Chief Musham on @ technicality. 

Fourth—McDonough’s reinstatement as fourth 
on the list would make him en active candidate for 
a vacancy as chief of Battalion 4, soon to be filled, 
and would be an injustice to the three men at the 
top of the list. 

Fifth—This would create dissension in the entire 


department and be regarded as a victory by the 


firemen’s union, 


Commission Changes Opinion. 

“This puts a different light on the situa- 
tion,“ said Commissioner Powell, and Mr.

| SHIP ON FIRE IN A WILD GALE. 


Norwegian Mail Steamer Beached After 
Passengers and Crew Pass Through 
Thrilling Experience. 


CHRISTIANIA, Jan. 4.— The mail steamer 
Lindholmen, which plies between this port 
and Bergen, when off Farsand yesterday was 
Ciscovered to be on fire. A gale was blowing 


saloons and cabins. 

Thirty passengers, most of them seasick, 
hurried from their quarters to get on deck. 
Four of them were suffocated in their efforts 
to get out. Others jumped overboard, and 
one was drowned. Another passenger went 
mad. One lifeboat was burned, and another 
was crushed against the side of the ship. 

Finally, while the rest of the half dressed 
and panic stricken passengers were huddled 
on the forecastle in a blinding snowstorm, the 
rest of the ship being in flames, the captain 
drove the vessel ashore and managed to save 
the remaining passengers and the crew.

Devices Will Improve Conditions. 


There are, it is believed, plenty of auto- 


matic devices which will put an end to thie 
condition of affairs. It may involve some re- 
duction in schedules, both for freight and 
passengers, but increased safety to the pub- 
lic will more than justify the reform. On the 
Pennsylvania railroad between here and 
New York, there is, or was, an automatic 
system, which was said to be capable of 
setting the air brakes on a train which fol- 
lowed another into a block. .Travelers who 
go on that as well as upon other roads fre- 
quently, have watched the block signals 
working in the daytime, but there are few 
who have seen any trains stopped auto- 
matically. 

It has been represented to the commission, 
however, that there are some first class de- 
vices, some of which are in actual optration 
in Germany and Switzerland, and others of 
American origin which need only a scientific 
official test to demonstrate their value. It is 
for this reason the commission today asked 
for an appropriation to make these tests with

Problem Not Uniform One. 

This will cost a whole lot of money. There 
are thousands upon thousands of miles of 
railway lines in the United States which still 
are operated by division train dispatchers 
through country stations. On these lines no 
attempt is made to apply the block system. 
Trains are dispatched from one station to 
another, according to the good judgment of 
the dispatcher. Curiously enough, the fig- 
ures show that the percentage of accidents 
on these roads is smaller than it is upon 
those which have adopted the block system. 
This is due, of course, to the fact that they 
have much smaller traffic to provide for, and 
it is not necessary to run trains so close to- 
gether as upon lines which traverse a thickly 
settled country. 

If congress goes into this matter, however, 
it will have to do so on a uniform basis, 
and that is one of the great problems to be 
solved. It is evident that the block system 
could be installed with profit to railroads be- 
tween Chicago and Milwaukee or between 
Philadelphia and New York.. It is another 
matter to attempt the same thing on the 
roads in Kansas or in Montana, where sta- 
tions are far apart, where local traffic is 
small, and where trains can be run more 
or less on regular schedules.

Certain significant conclusions are to be 
drawn from the results of the balloting 
among the employés of a large depart- 
ment store with reference to the immedi- 
ate settlement of the traction question. 
It is reasonable to suppose that these 
peaple voted intelligently and with an ac- 
curate idea of the situation as it directly 
affects them and their interests, and the 
result may be accepted as a just interpre- 
tation of the popular feeling in a matter 
that has so long tried the patience of the 
multitude. 

In a total of nearly 1,800 votes 1,558 
were cast in favor of the immediate set- 
tlement of the question and 218 were 
‘fonnd to advocate the referesdum in the 
spring, a proportion of seven to one 
against delay. The fair presumption is 
that those who favored instant action 
have suffered and are stil] suffering from 
the miserable provision made for their 
transportation to and from their homes. 
It is natural that men and women who 
toil all day should wish to reach their 
stores and homes with all reasonable com- 
fort, and it is important to their interests 
that the delays of a wretched car service 
“should not be constantly in evidence to 
their impediment ani disadvantage. In 
all probability every one of the impatient 
1,558 has been the victim of the horrors 
of Chicago’s surface transportation sys- 
tem and realizes the importance of imme- 
diate change for the better. 

By a similar process of reasoning ſt 
may be gathered that the 218 easy going 
and contented persons are in a position 
where the surface transportation does not 
affect them. Probably they go to their 
homes by the steam cars or on one of the 
elevated roads, and as these means of 


service are mainly adequate to their own 
needs they are not particularly concerned 


as to the miseries of the hapless ones 


whose Hines lie in less pleasant places. 


One fs often willing to wait and discuss 
measures of reform calmly and exhaus- 
tively when one’s own personal comfort 
is not in the slightest degree involved.

INDIANS AND GERMAN YOUTH. 

Ap American contribution to Berlin in 
the way of a party of exhibition Indians 
has been the cause of much ‘uneasiness on 
the part of parents at the German capital. 
It bas been noted that since the arrival of 
the redskine there has been an increased 
demand for yellow backed literature among 
the boys, with the result that numerous 
parties have been formed for the purpose 
of going to America to fight the savages. 
It is feared that the sorrow and desola- 
tion in German homes will be vastly in- 
creased by these unwise appeals to the 
boyish fancy. 

To the initiated, however, there is calm 
confidence in the feeling of assurance that 
the German boy, who undoubtedly resem- 
bles his American cousin, for boys are 
boys, will not proceed in his quest for 
sealps far beyond the next town. It-mat- 
ters little that the German boy goes gun- 
ning for Indians or the American lad is 
fired by thoughte of Capt. Kidd; he seldom 
allows his enthuslasm to carry him too 
far away from the family meal table. Agr 
Mrs. Emerson remarked of Mr. Thareau, 
he does not get out of hearing of the 
dinner horn. Boys are always adventurous 
on a full stomach, and it is then that their 
fancy is at its greatest play, and that they 
set out for the accomplishment of deeds of 
prowess as doughtily as ever Don Quixote 
departed on a romanti¢ venture. 

If the boyieh- Indian fighters in the 
United States, with their comparative 
proximity to the scene of conflict, rarely 
progress beyond a neighboring pasture or 
an adjoining village, German parents may 
content themselves with the thought that 
¥housa nde of intervening miles of land and 
sea will prove an insurmountable obstacle. 
The average boy soon discovers that the 
finest spot for the subjugation of Indians 
is up in the hay loft, and that Rooseveltian 
grizzlies are most successfully and com- 
‘fortably cornered and massacred in the 
elump of trees back of the barn. He may, 
if he is of stout heart, advance a few 
miles before hunger and weariness dispel 
his ardor, but the experience is beneficial 
rather than injurious; he returns without 
Indian scalps or grizzly skins but per- 
suaded at last that his yellow back gods 
have deceived him and are no more to be 
trusted. 

Therefore, in contributing Indians, Buf- 
falo Bill stories of wild life on the plains, 
and presidential and ex-presidential tales 
of bear shooting and duck killing to our 
friends in Germany, the people of the 
United States do not fee) that they have 
violated the laws of friendship and inter- 
national obligation. They point to their 
own boys and to themselves and say: We, 
too, killed Indians in our youth—and In our 
mind.“ And they add the assurance that 
if a German heme is never made desolate, 
save when the boys depart on a protracted 
mission “to fight the Indians,” the seren- 
ity of home is not likely to be seriously dis- 
turbed. 


THE STANDARD OIL CASES.

The alarmist easily grows excited over 
the comparison of such statements as 
those of the author mentioned and the 
official ones of the government. The 
throngs of aliens continue to pour through 
the nation’s gateways into this western 
land of promise. Most of them come te 
stay. Most of them hope to be Ameri- 
cans in the course of a few years. 
Many of them represent race elements al- 
ready exerting much political influence, as 
may be readily seen from a study of a 
city ballot on election day. They are the 
Americans of tomorrow. 

But the alarmist forgets that the pres- 
ence of a desire for American citizenship 
is a fundamental assurance of safety. 
The immigrants seek to throw off those 
peculiarities which distitiguish them from 
their new neighbors. Their children enter 
the public schools and soon learn to sing 
with gusto about the “ sweet land of lib- 
erty,” each calling it “my country.” 
When they grow up they intermarry with 
the children of other race elements and 
the alien disappears, in his stead coming 
the cosmopolitan American, who combines 
the strength of several racial strains. 

Some “Americans” date back to the 
“ Mayflower” or to the Puritan or cava- 
lier migrations of 1629 or 1607. Some 
date back to 1860 or 1880. Both are truly 
entitled to the name American.“ One is 
just as apt to be a useful citizen as the 
other. The race strains of the country 
have been cosmopolitan in every genera- 
tion. It is right to regulate immigration 
in some respects. It may be true that un- 
desirable elements come in. But there is 
no need for alarm, and the probability is 
that there is not much alarm except from 
theorists. If the English speaking ele- 
ment does not care for children to follow 
in the paths of the parents the many 
other elements will look after the future. 
The English race has contributed much 
strength to the past. So have many 
others. The American is not necessarily 
a descendant of a colonial ancestor. He 
is a product of many contributing forces. 
He will be a power in the world for years 
to come, despite all prophets of Ill.

Max de Bathe has likewise had consid- 
erable trouble with an American woman, 
who claims to be married to him, which he 
denies. What her maiden name ts I cannot 
say, beyond the fact. that she originally came 
from an upstate v to New York, Where 
she married the late Charles Tilton. On his 
death she went abroad and married an 
Italian of the name of Stavra. He is said to 
have been a count and to have been killed 
in the Boer war.

On the other hand, Max de Bathe has stated 
in an interview to a number of American 
newspapers, both in New York and San Fran- 
isco, that there has never been any mar- 
rage: The woman is nothing to me; [ have

Although Max de “Bathe is a son of old 
Sir Henry, his name does not figure in the 
pages of the baronetage among those of the 
progeny of the old general.

From Russia comes the news of the de- 
struction of the ancestral home of the prince- 
ly house of Galitzyn,-in the province of Char- 
koff, by insurgent peasantry, who not only 
plundered the chateau but consigned the lat- 
ter to the flames, as well as all tne extensive 
buildings in connection therewith, which in- 
cluded ope of the. most famous studs in 
Russia, saw mills, and all the agricultural 
machinery needed for the production of 
breadstuffs on a large scale. In this, as in 
other of their analogous outrages, the peas- 
antry have displayed both lack of sense and 
of gratitude. For the vast quantities of corn 
which they destroyed on the Galttzyn prop- 
erty would have proved of inestimable value 
to the starving and famine stricken moujiks 
in the adjacent provinces; while the name 
of Galitzyn, like the equally historic one of 
Troubetzkoi, has always stood for popular 
rights and liberties. 

The Galitzyns are descended from Guedim- 
Inus, grand duke of Lithuania, in the four- 
teenth century, and founder of the Jagellon 
dynasty. The name Galitzyn is derived from 
Golitsa—a gauntlet. Prince Basil Galitzyn 
was one of the four candidates for the throne 
of Russia in 1610, but gave way, like the 
Troubetzkol of his day, in favor of Michael 
Romanoff. 

Whole columns would be needed to enu- 
merate the names of all the statesmen, great 
generals, and able administrators whom the 
house of Galitzyn has given to Russia. It is 
to Gen. Michael Galitzyn that belongs the 
credit of the conquest of Finland. Another, 
Prince Demetrius Galitzyn, was the con- 
queror of Livland. Another, of identically 
the same name, was the intimate friend ant 
patron in Russia of Voltaire. Prince Sergius 
Galitzyn devoted the greater part of his im- 
mense fortune to the intellectual develop- 
ment of his fellow countrymen and to the 
endowment of all sorts of educational and 
scientific institutions. One died as ambas- 
sador at Vienna and lies buried on a ‘ill 
which was in his days just at the gates of the 
Austrian capital, and is known to this day as 
| Galitzinberg. 

Several Princes Galitzyn have 100 the 
wrath of the czar by not only becoming con- 
verts to Roman Catholicism but also by en- 
tering holy orders of that denomination, 
achieving fame as Jesuit preachers and as 
missionaries in the orient.

Stock and his players gave a performance of 
the terrific work which was dazzling in its 
grilliancy and completeness. 

To try to determine the exact worth of

were futile. Time alone can do that. That 
it contains moments of ravishing beauty and 
wonderfully impressive power every one must 
conoede, and that it also has places which 
are of an ugliness unequaledin any other mu- 
sical (7) composition known to us is also true. 
That it is clever with a cleverness that seems 
most satanic aleo is undeniable. But whether 
the strongly personal and egotistical note 
that sounds throughout the whole does not 
tend to lessen the artistic value of the work, 
and whether the cléverness which is somuch 
in evidence is not a shortcoming, in that,qvhile 
it serves to pique curiosity, it in reality ie the 
covering for a certain poverty in enduring 

content, which poverty will become 
apparent as soon as the cleverness le recog- 
nized and faméliarized—these are questions 
which cannot be answered now. Time and 
future generations of concert goers will de- 
cide. 

There are moments which are exceptionally 
beautiful. The love duet, the song of triumph 
after the great battle, portions of the ‘‘Hero’s 
mission of peace, and parts of the closing 
division of the work are among the most im- 
pressive and colorful things Strauss hae writ- 
ten. There are sincerity and inspirational 
sweep in these. And the picturing of the 
enemies is for uglines® unsurpassed in or- 
chestral literature, unless possibly the battle 
scene, which is made up largely of the same 
thematic material, but handled with greater 
breadth, press this portion for ‘the palm of 
tonal hideousness. The battle scene Is a tre- 
mendous achievement, however, for there. is 
in it the whole noise of warfare, and the 
clamor and the bigness of it all is overpower- 
ing. The weakest section tmpresses as that 
descriptive of the loved one. Certainly the 
woman this hero wooed was a capricious, 
superficial, undesirable creature. Not a flat- 
tering portrait for any composer to draw of 
his wife.

Ail she has tried to do is to give 
a few sketches of such of the “ Aposties’”' 
as were the friends of the late William 


Henry Brookfield, of whom she has family 


traditions and Hterary records. Thackeray 
was a friend of the later years, so he was not 
an “ Apostie,” but Hallam was, and Tenny- 
son was, and ah of those I have just men- 
tioned and more. To the most of us Hal- 
lam’s one claim to distinction is that he was 
the subject of Tennyson's In Memoriam 
—in other words, we only knew him after he 
was dead. But to those who knew him alive 
and it the flesb he was a striking and fas- 
cinating. personality, and . clever beyond 
words. At d years of age he was writ 

dramatic poetry, at 14 translating Dante's 
“Ugolino” into Greek fambics—and such 
was the hold that the Italan poet had upon 
him that his latest work was the rendering 
of his Vita Nuova” into English, while 
aM his youthful houre were employed in 
learning foreign tongues. Like most of the 
„ Apostles,” Hallam wrote poetry, which 


was rather scholariy than inspired. He pub- | 


lished his first book at about the time Tensty- 
son made his bow! to the public. Being 
writers of poetry, these Apostles wor- 
shiped posts. and when Wordsworth visited 
Cambridge it was a joy to all the *“Apos- 
tles: 3 . | 

Hallam, who had loved him before, wae inspired 
by being brought face to face with the old poet, 
who showed in a marked way his appreciation of 
the young one. Wordsworth staid in Spedding’s 
rooms and allowed himself to be worshiped by the 
„ society.” On this memorable evening, they all 
assembled, we are told, and sat at the poet's feet 
many of them in a literal sense, for the little sitting 
room was crowded. They paid him the reverence 
due not only to one who was already their lau-

‘triends, always eager to drive away the shad- 


ows from his soul_and flood his mind with 
gladmess. While these friends burned more 
or less incense before him, they were not 
blind to his faults, and on rare occasions ven- 
tured to remonstrate with him; but it was of 
no avail: 

When, for instance, Douglas Heath mustered 
courage enough to suggest to him that a clean shirt 
might be an advantage, the reply he received from 
the poet—determined to defend himeelf on one side 
if not on another—was, *‘ H’m, yours would not be 
as clean as mine if you had worn it a fortnight.“ 

The use of tobacco was not fashionable in 
those Cambridge days; in fact, it was consid- 
ered “ ungentiemaniy’’; but Tennyson was a 
slave to the weed, to the despair of . his 
friends, many of whom, however, became 
confirmed smokers themselves in later years. 
His friend, Blakesley, once wrote: 

Alfred Tennyson has been with us for the last 
week. He is looking well and in good spirits, but 
complains of nervousness. How should it be other- 
wise, seeing that he smokes the strongest and most 
stinking tobacco out of a small blackened old pipe 
on an average nine hours every day. In after life 
Tennyson retaliated and said thet Cambridge men 
were all smoke sotted.“ but the Cambridge men 
had had the first word, and even Lushington said 
that ‘‘ Alfred wasted himself in cigars.”

His sudden attacks of 111 humor seem to 
have been quite independent of his control: 
they would come over him as abruptly and 
unaccountably as a summer storm. Once at 
a court ball, when the poet in a fit of absent- 
mindedness was ‘Wandering into the royal 
circle and Lord Breadalbane motioned im 
back, he exclaimed loud enough to be heard: 

Surely her majesty might keep her flunkeys 
in better order.“ 

The night Tennyson left Cambridge there 
was a supper in his rooms, after which he 
and his friends all danced quadrilles. Ten- 
nyson danced with zest then, and to the end 
of his life he indulged at intervals in that 
recreation. A year or so before he died Mrs. 
Brookfield was visiting him at Freshwater, 
when he suddenly said to her, “ Jane, let us 
dance.“ Although she suggested that they 
were no longer young enough for such a 
‘pastime, Lord Tennyson pooh-poohed the 
idea and assured her it was his favorite form 
of exercise. He then proceeded with delib- 
eration and stateliness to pirouette by him- 
self all down the room. 

I have quoted enough from this book to 
prove that it is most interesting. If not as 
full of gossip as the Brookfield Letters 
or The Brookfields and Their Circle,’’ itis 
still most entertaining; and the glimpses it 
gives of some of England's famous men of 
letters in their college days are new and 
delightful, JEANNETTE L. GILDER.

HERE is today no more encouraging 


the revival of interest in the poetical 
drama. Whether poets have arisen re- 
sponsive to the demand, or whether the 
public is showing itself appreciative of the 
solicitations of the poets, is beside the point. 
It is sufficient that new poets are arising who 
are shaping their tales dramatically, and 
who show the old time zest for the metrical 
line and the heroic form of expression. Toa 
nation nurtured on Shakspeare and his con- 
temporaries, the love for the English classic 
form lies latent at worst, and at best is a 
noble appetite: As an Anglo-Saxon belies 
his nature when he ceased to be worshipful, 
so he belies his taste when he affects an in- 
difference to the dramatic blank verse dra ma. 
As one is an inherent part of his character, so 
the other is an intrinsic quality of his taste. 
English literature reached its apogee with the 
Blizabethan constellation, and the attitude of 
the inheritors of this glory have remained 
reverential toward the form favored by them. 
An interesting new poet, Olive Tilford Dar- 
gan, has now her second book of plays before 
the public (Scribners). It bears the title, 
“LORDS AND LOVERS,” and is for the 
most part written in blank verse—and that of 
® quality which Beaumont need not have 
scorned. f 
The titular play is in two parts and relates 
to Henry III. of England; the second play 18 
unmetrical and is a stirring, swift tragedy of 
contemporary Russia called The Shep- 
herd“; and the concluding play isa five act 
drama entitled The Siege,“ with the young- 
er Dionysius of Syracuse for the protagonist. 
The first quality in these plays which ts 
likely to impress the critical reader of today 
ig their vitality—their interestingness. The 
characters are clearly and convincingly 
drawn, and while there is more intricacy of 
plot and circumetance than modern taste ap- 
proves, still the events are held well in hand, 
and the climax attained with dignity and 


force. | 


The first drama, Lords and Lovers, has 
more serenity of port, so to speak, than the. 
more ancient story of The Siege, but it has 
not the rich beauty of lines which is to be 
found in the latter. At times, indeed, the 
verse of the concluding drama is nothing less 
than luscious. The story is one of love over- 
riding friendship; of desperate jealousy con- 
quered by death; of honor sustained in its 
own despite; and the swiftly changing emo- 
tions give opportunity for an opulent flow of 
heroic eloquence, to which Mrs. Dargan is 
quite equal. A quotation or two is scant 
measure, but go much must suffice. Aristo- 
cles, the Athenian friend of Dion, imprisoned 
under a misapprehension, and tormented with 
love for a princess he may not possess, so- 
Iloquises—for Mra. Dargan does not scorn 
this antique device for putting the reader and 
the character on intimate terme.

Local Magnate Says Chairman 
Should Receive a Salary of 
$7,500 or $10,000. 


The case of Outfielder Sebring, which long 
has been worrying the Chicago baseball fans. 
is Ukely to be disposed of finaliy at the annual 
meeting of the national commission in Cin- 
cinnati on Monday, at which time the future 
off the outlaw Tri-Gtate league is to be de- 
cided. 

Chairman Hermann of the commission yes- 
terday notified President Murphy of the Chi- 
cago Nationals that the Sebring case would 
come up for final disposition, and that the 
player had been notified and had agreed to 
be on hand to present his own petition for 
reinstatement to good favor in organized 
baseball. 

Sebring at present is on the ineligible list 
for playing and managing the Williameport 
team of the outlaw circuit, after signing a 
three year contract with the local National 
league club over a year ago. He also is under 
suspicion of having approached players 
under reservation to national agreement 
clubs to induce them to join the outlaws. 


Hearing Open to Public. 

All the facts on both sides of the cage prob- 
ably will be brought out at Cincinnati, and 
the hearing of the case will be open to the 
public, according to Chairman Hermann’s 
announcement. 

The case will be one of the phases of the 
Tri-State league’s application for protection 
under. organized baseball. The clubs in that 
circuit have several players in their ranks 
who are claimed by major and minor 
leagues, parties to the agreement, and while 
no other case is as complex as Sebring’s, all 
of them probably will be cleaned up together 
if a successful solution of the problem raised 
by the Tri-State league's application is 
found. 

While ridiculing any effort on his part to 
influence the judgment of Chairman Her- 
mann in the Sebring cage, President Murphy 
of the local National league club selected 
this occasion to start a movement to have 
a salary of from $7,500 to $10,000 a year voted 
to Hermann for his services as chairman of 
the commission at Monday’s meeting. 


Wants Salary for Hermann. 

“Not that Mr. Hermann needs the 
money,” said Murphy, “but he has done 
baseball a great deal of good, first as peace- 
maker, and since them as chairman of the 
commission, which entails a vast amount of 
work. It was the intention of the peace pact 
to make the office a salaried one, and it was 
expected to have some one not directly con- 
nected with any club es chairman, but 
when the choice fell upon Mr. Hermann he 
waived the question of salary, I understand, 
and has served without pay. I think his 
services should be recognized by a salary 
somewhere nearly commensurate with the 
duties of the position.” 

President Johnson of the American league 
declined to discuss the possible outcome of 
the Tri-State and Sebring cases, except to 
admit they were on the national commis- 
gion’s docket for next week. 

“The Tri-State league is to send a delega- 
tion to our meeting in Cincinnati,’ he said, 
‘and later will go to the meeting of the Na- 
tional association in New York, I understand. 
Just what players in Tri-State clubs will be 
affected I do not know without consulting 
Secretary Bruce’s records at Cincinnati. The 
American league is not directly interested 
exoept in the cases of two players. 


Unglaub After Reinstatement. 

“One of them is Unglaub, who has been 
traded, I see, to Washington for Jake Stahl. 
Unglaub is not a contract jumper, but disre- 
garded the reserve rule, consequently can be 
made eligible on payment of a fine. We have 
been making the fines heavier with each case 
of a repentant player, but what Unglaub’s 
penalty will be I cannot say. 

Regarding the suggestion to vote Mr. 
Hermanm a salary, that matter has been 
brought up before and he has declined one.

Con- 
siderable attention was given to the Min- 
neapolis Market Record’s talk on the north- 
western flour situation, which was given 
bullish construction. That paper said that 
the outlook was brighter and that the general 
demand should broaden. The northwest was 
a buyer of July here, and gossip had it that 
late sales of May were for its account. 
General sentiment at the close did not seem 
to be much improved. but there are many 
who argue that the bottom has almost been 
reached. The late break to the day’s low 
spot was due almost entirely to the sharp 
decline in corn, there being no extraordinary 
pressure on the market. 


Bears Hammer Corn at Close. 


Up to the time that the bears started their 
short but effective raid corn ruled with a 
moderate degree of firmness. Trading was 
on a broader scale, but was almost entirely 
of a professional sort. The local receipts— 
288 cars, of which not a car graded contract— 

e 34 cars under the estimate, and weather 
conditions in important parts of the belt, 
with the car situation unimproved, acted as 
stimulants.
